As to the Coynage Duty, it 1s by antznt Cuſtom paid to the Duke of Cor-wat, and hath 
no relation to the Duty ſetled in the ok of Rates by the A&t of Tonnage and Poun- 
dage, but is paid by our own Subjects as yell as Foreigners, in the Country where the Tin 
is got. | 

| ye as to the 12 4. in the Pound by he AQ of Tonnage and Poundage, it was not ac- 
cording tothe true and real Value of the Goods, but according to ſuch Value as was ſet upon 
them by that A@ in the Bopk, of Rates, wherein. Tin is valued at 71. 6 s. $8 d. the Hun- 
dred ; though the true Value of it, Anno 1660, when that At was made, was not near ſo 
much. 

Beſides, if it be enquired what Cuſtom other Goods Exported pay, ſome will 'be found 

muchſto exceed 12 4. in the Pound, or 5 per. Cent. - As for inſtance, Lead Exported, paies 

ol. Cuſtom for every Hundred Poundsin Value : And if Lead (the Exportation a wenF 

not be in Prejudice of any Engliſh ManufaQure) pay 10 per Cent. *tis hop'd it may not be 

thought unreaſonable, that Tin (the Exportation whereof at ſo low a Duty as now, being 
plaialy prejudicial to the ManufaQture of Pewter) may pay 15 per Cent. which (at the Price 
of Tin now in London) 1s about 11 5. 6 d. the Hundred Weight Cuſtom, and is 8 5. 6 4. the 

Handred more than the 3's. a Hundred it now pays, and which Tin may well bear, with- 
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out leſſening the Foreign Vent'of it. '! | 
That a great Duty on Tin Exported, will fo raiſe the Price, that it may diſcourage the 


Uſe, and fo leſſen the Conſumption of it in Foreign Countries; or elſe encourage them to 
bring Tin from Eaſt-Þndia' (there-being great Quantities of it in that Country, as good as 
- the Fygliſh Tin) which will much leſſen the Foreign Vent of our Tin. | 
4  Thisis but barely alledged, and cannot be demonſtrated ; but the contrary may be made 
appear, That Tin will not only bear the return of the Duty of + 5.. 4 d. the Hundred, but 
4 Or 5 5. the Hundred more : For though Eaſt-India may produce great Quantity of Tin, 
yet *tis manifeſt to the moſt experienced Men in that Trade, that the Demand for it there 
15 ſo great, that it will-yield in Eaſt-Ind;a and other Countries beyond the Cape of Good 
Hope, from 31.105, to 51. the Hundred Weight; and therefore imprafticable to bring it 
into Europe as Merchandize : Though ſometimes when no better Kentilage can be got, ſome 
ſmall quantity is brought as Ballaſt to ſtiffen the Ship, and can be neither more or leſs, by 
laying an Additional Duty of 8 or 10s. the Hundred Weight on our Tin exported : Be- 
ſides, *tis not ſo good in Quality as ours, for the Durch give 3 or 4 5. the Hundred Weight 
more for the Engliſh, than the Eaſt-Iadia Tin at the fame tine. ; | 
And *tis evident ſuch an AdditionaF Duty, will not ſo advance the Price of Tin, as to diſ- 
courage the Foreign vent of it ; either by diſcouraging the Uſe, or Conſumption of it, in 
Foreign Countries, or by encouraging."them , ' to bring Tin from Eaft-India: For 
ſince .the taking off the Duty the laſt Parkament ; the Tinner hath advanced 
the Price of Tin, near 20-5. the Hundred to the Foreigner, as well as to our own Subjedts : 
The Tianers Price being then but 48, or 505. the Hundred ; and the laſt Chriſtmas Coy- 
| nage it was advanced to 3 /. 7s. the Hundred ; beſides the Coynage Duty. So that*tis plain 
[ | that 8, or 10s. the Hundred, Additional Duty, will not diſcourage the Foreign Vent of 
; Tin ;, ſince that will not advance -the Price to the Foreigner one half ſo much as the Tinner 
bs or Merchants hath advanced it, ſince the taking off the Duty. | 
; And the difference only is, that the Duty is to the King and for the good of the Publick; 
and the 20. per Hundred, now advanced in Price, is to the private Gain and Advantage 
of the Tinner and Merchant, who make this Obje&tion againſt the Return and Increaſe 
of the Duty ; which is not only much to the Kings Advantage, but alſo the only remedy 


for the Pewterers. Grievance. __ RY | = 
If a higher Duty be laid on Tin, it will ſo fink the Price of it, that the Tinner muſt 


bear all that is added to the Duty: And conſequently greatly impoveriſh them, who are 
too Poor already. -: | | 

If the Conſumptioner of any Goods bears the Duty (as is generally agreed, then the 

Duty advanced will not be born -by the Tinner, nor any of obr own Subjects ; but by the 
Foreigners beyond Sea, who Conſume our Tin'exported: But if it ſhould any way affe& 
the Tinner (which cannot be admitted:) they may well bear it ont of the 205. per Cerr. they 
have advanced to themſelves in- Price, fince the 4.5. 4.4. per Cent: was taken off the Duty. 

It cannot be denyed , but that: there is Yearly Exported out of England, upwards 
of 1000 Tuns of -Tin, one Year:vgith another: And therefore every Shilling the Hun- 
dred added to the Duty, will increaſe the Kings Cuſtom above 1o0ov !. per Annnm. 
So that 8 or 105. the Hundred added to the preſent Duty,will increaſe the Kings Cuſtoms 
upwards of 8 or 10000 per Annum.
